O., April I.—(Special)—In a proclama­ 
tion, Governor Cox says: “ Ohio has arisen from the 
flood. Such a pitiless blow from nature as we sustained 
would have wiped out society and destroyed govern­ 
ments in other days, but our commonwealth, refreshed 
by the tears of the American people, stands ready from 
today to meet the crisis alone. We can not speak our 
gratitude to President Wilson for Federal aid, to the Red 
Cross, to States, municipalities, trade organizations and 
individuals that sent funds and supplies.. They will never 
know their contribution to humanity. 
The relief situ­ 
ation so far as food and clothing are concerned, is in 
hand. 
The legislature has recessed for a week for the 
purpose of ascertaining the extent of the damage to pub­ 
lic works that must be repaired by legislation. The Red 
Cross, acting in concert with the State Relief Commis­ 
sion, will begin a movement to rehabilitate the homes of 
the poor. The calamity has its compensations—in that 
the State now knows its resources in vitality and citizen­ 
ship, and we are conscious that the depth of human sym­ 
pathy will never be sounded.

The Chinese congress will be more 
numerous than the American legisla 
tive body, there being about 800 mein 
hers in the lower body aud 300 in 
the upper chamber. 
At the first meeting the members 
will exercise a double function, being 
in the first place delegates to a con 
stftufional convention, for the body 
is charged with drafting a constitu­ 
tion and establishment of a perman­ 
ent form of government. 
After that 
function is over the members will 
resolve themselves into legislators. 
The imminence of the meeting of

Wilson’s administration to a 
prompt discussion as to whether the 
Chinese republic is to be recognized 
immediately or whether the United 
States shall join other powers in ex­ 
tending recognition only after the 
Chinese legislature has met and acted 
upon the proposed constitution.
